The fight is in progress now at this place, which
18 not far from the Indiana line, and about
thirty-six miles from Clncinnatl, so that if the
authorities shonld Interfere the battle may be
finished in Indiana. Mike McCoole has bet
geven Lhousand doliars on himself
The Lets are pearly even, but rather tavor
MeUoole. They would be at odds on Mike, but
Aaron Jones [riends are heie from New York,
and are full of the “ding-bals,”
Aaron Jones was never in better condition,
He looks magnificent, and enlered the ring
With great confidence, He weighs 15014 pounds,
and I8 rather fuller than Mike,
There are over three thousand persons here,

The first ring Oght he was engaged o took plaoe on
Decembor 15, 184, where, after fighting forty ronnds
in two bours and forty-five minutes, he was beaten by
Harry Orme,
Op the 24th of September, 1850, Joneés again mede
his sppearance ln the rtnﬁqnlnut Bob Wade, whom
bedefeatod atter s tough battle of forty rounds, Last-
ing exacily one hour,

iw 10, 1858, Jones agnin fought ¥arry Orme, first
at Bourn Bridge, when the police Interfered, and the
men moved thelr quarters to Naw Market, where the
‘beaks” again Interfered and broke up the “‘miil,”
he referee then named the place of meeting, but
Jopes refused to tight,
July 18, 1864, he met Tom Paddook, and, alter fight-
ing 121 rounds, 1o two hours nnd twenty-four minuces,
wns agnin beaten, Tom Paddock, Jone 24, 1856,
again whipped Aaron, after fighting 61 rounds, o vne
hour apd twoenby-seven mlnuies.
On the 6th of Javuary. 1857, Aaron Jones and Tom
Sayers fought for the chumplonship of Eogluad ; bus
after tighting 02 rounds in exactly three nours, the
men, upon the ndvice of the referes, shook hands and
retired from the ring, uﬂﬂeing to mest on oy day the
reteree ahould pame.

Detalls of the Grent Mill—-The Opening
ofthe Battlp—Daescription of the Hounds,
Etc.

To the Assoclated Press,

BUBENBACK'S BraTion, Butler pounty, Ohlo,
August 831—7 A, M.—Commenelng at midnight
lusl night, the Hamilvon and Dayton depot was
the theatre of unexampled excitement, The
depot soon filled with an eager and restless
throng, but the long lines of emply cars were
kept locked, and not till halfpasy 2 were they
opened, About thirty cars in the depot weare
devoted Lo the excursionists, and tve minutes
after they were unlocked every soal was taken,
and the alsles crowded by persons unable Lo
oblaln seats,

Though there was a great deal of noise, jost.
ling, hurry and bustling, no disorderly conduot
wns noticeable, By threso'clock not less than
1800 persons were on the tralp, At 3460 the train
glided away on Its jonrney. The cars moved In
two trains, every car of which was densely
filled. The members of Lhe press congregated
in one ear, filling 1t to repletion.

Representalives are present from New York,
8t Louls, Chicago, Indlanapolis, Detroit, Day-
ton, Cleveland, and many other places.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP.

A Proclamation of Amunesty to be Issned

by the President—-The Full History of |

the Sickles Affalr.

WAsmiNGTON, August §0,—There Is reason to
belleve that ina few days the Presldent will
1ssue sn important proclamation of amnesty,
supplemental to that lssaed on the 20Lh of May,
1865, It will not proclaim universal amesty,

but will enlarge the fourteen classes named In
that proclamation, Among the classes excepted
by the latter, but which, I am assared, will be
included in the coming proclamation, will beall

persons  who shall bhave been military
or naval officers of the Confe
derate Government, who 'are Dbelow
the rank of Brigadler-General in the

army,or eaptain in the navy; also all persons
who are or sball bave been pretended eivil or
diplomatic ofllcers, or otherwlse domestic or
forelgn agents of the Bebel Government; also
who have been cpngaged In any way in treating
otherwise than lawfully as prisoners of war,
persons found in the United States service as
officers, koldlers, seamen, or in other cupacities,
Other detalls are yet Lo be arranged, which may
delay the lssuance of the proclamation for at
least o weel yeot, but it is probable that it will
be decided Lo pardon all rsons excepl high
officlals who may be on ball for trial, bafore or
after convietion,

The Cabinet to-day had before them acoms
plete record of the procecdings between Gene-
ral Grant and General Slekles relative to the
latter's course In North Jarclina in lnlerfering
with the process [ssulng from o United States
Court, and which aventually lad to Slckles’
Prompl. removal by the Presldent, This record
L was declded to publish, and 1t will be given
out in Monday's papers. The correspondence,
however, with General Grant, whiclh is sploy
and Interesting, will not be made publioat the
same tlme, thongh It was read at to-day's
Cabinet meoting.

THE CORIELL-DURGAN TRAGEDY,

Dy, Coriell and Bridget's Confession,

As soon s we learned the detalls of Bridgel
Duorgan's confession {‘ulurdug, we despatohe | &
reporter to Newmarket, N, J., where De, Wii-
liam Wallaee Corlell, the husband oy the mur-
dered woman, resides. Our reporler called
upon Dr. Coriell, whom he found at the house
In whieh the tragedy was enncted, and con-
versed freely with him concerning tho stale.
menis of Bridget with regard to the motive
that induced the erime, Dr, Coriell, as was
o be anticipated on a day that reocalled so
vividly the ocourrence that had made him a
widower and rendered his ehlld motheriess,
was In an agony of grief. He spoke passion-
ately of his fondness for his wife, and denonnoed
with vehemence the woman who murdered
her, Of the motive for the dead, he sald he felt
convineed now that it was not robbery, but that
Iiridget bad samehow concelved the lnsane ldea
that she eould supplant Mrs. Corlell in his affec-
tions, He dwelt upon the absurdity of such a
thougnt, and said thal nelther he nor Mrs, Ca-
riell bad ever treated Bridget with any degreo
of familarity.

Dr, Corlell rerd the confessionof Bridget with
a great deal of emotion. He pronounced false
most of thestatements In it that were matters
on the face of them of which he must bave had
cognigance, Heosald he first became acquainted
with Bridget when she was living as a servant
at Mr. Dayton's house, about a mile and a hall
from Newmarket. She was 11l there, and he
was ¢alled upon to atiend her, He nextsaw
her when she was llﬂnj‘:’h Winstead's, in New
Prooklyn, where he attended her. He
denled that he bad expressed a wish that
she should come and reside with him, and
denied all her statements to the effect that he
had urged her to leave Willlam Corlell and
come and llve with him, He sald that
she came fto his house, slﬂnii that she
wus about to leave Willlam Corlell’s employ-
ment, and asked him to engage her; that he
told her he would a&k to ra, Coriell about
it, and did so, and Mra, Corlell concluded
to take her. With regard to Bridgoel's story, as
related In the confession, that he brought the
Iounge from the sitting-room, and lay on it to
waleh her while she wns nlni:. and that Mrs.
Corlell remonstrated with him at this, and that
he became angry, and remarked to Bridget that
he wished Mrs. Corlall was dead, or out of the
way, he pronounced the whole story unguali-
fledly false, Haosald that Bridget was indeed
trenited with every kKindness in ner slokness by
both himsgelf and Mrs, Corlell, and that on one
ovension he engafad an old lad,rnnnmed Murs,
Harris, residing In Newmarket, to sleep in the
room with her, and watch her all night.

Dr, Coriell was s0 much affeo al times
while making these stalements, that he conld
not proceed. Heo seemed overcome with grief,
and declared that he believed he had besn ornzy
sometimes sinoe the terrible cecourrence of Lhe
night ot February 25 He Is in his fortieth
year, and 18 a small man, and hardly looks so
old. His nelghbors say he looks much older
than he did silx months ago. There 18 a settled
sadness on his face that did not rest there,
they say, before hia recent trouble eame upon
him. anuamlng the medieal testimony ad-
duced on the part of the defense at the tline of
Bridget Durgan’s trinl—especlally In regard to
the difference between epllepsy and oatalepsy
—with the object of Inducing a belief that sho
was Insane when she commitied the muarder,
he spoke in terms of strong censure. He ex-
pressed aconvietion that Bridget was in the
place of elernal torments, but that, ne sald,
could not make good the loss that he had sus-
